concerned in accordance with the general instructions Issued by the Central 
Government from time to time. 

Disqualifications. — (a) No person, who has more than one wife living or who, 
having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of its taking place during the life-time of such spouse, shall be eligible for
